Preserving Leaves in Specimen 
Book 


The common method of preserving 
leaves by pressing them with a flatiron 
rubbed on beeswax m ay be improved in 
th** following w ay: Faint the underbid* 
of each lea? with lins od oil and iron it 
im m ediately; then paint and iron the up­ 
per side in the sam e way.
